WASHINGTON (Pl—The Federal 
Reserve, seeking to head off possi­ 
ble inflation, has screwed the lid 
down tighter on the rapidly swell­ 
ing demand for credit. 
Its success or lack of success in 
preventing 
inflation 
may 
have 
much to do with whether you get 
a tax cut next year. 
The Federal Reserve Board ap­ 
proved, effective today, a move by 
six additional reserve banks to 
boost their discount rate from 2 to 
2 Vi per cent. That is the rate at 
which they lend money to member 
commercial banks, which in turn 
lend to businessmen and others. 
The action was taken by the re­ 
serve banks of New York, Rich­ 
mond, Chicago, Kansas City, Dal­ 
las and San Francisco. It made 
the 2Yii per cent rate effective in 
IO of the 12 reserve districts. Only 
the Boston and 
Minneapolis 
re­ 
serve banks are still lending at 2 
per cent. 
The 2Vi per cent lending rate of 
the reserve banks is the highest 
level in 20 years, and is considered 
definitely a “restrictive” lending 
rate. A little more than a month 
ago, it was only 1% per cent. 
A higher rate makes it more ex­ 
pensive for member commercial 
banks to borrow from the reserve 
system to expand their own busi­ 
ness, 
consumer 
and 
personal 
loans. This results in loans becom­ 
ing harder to get, or more expen­ 
sive, at your bank.

COLUMBUS (if)—Ohio’s $326 mil­ 
lion 241-mile Northern Ohio Turn­ 
pike will open for use over its en­ 
tire length on schedule Oct. I.

219 miles will be removed at mid­ 
night Friday, Sept. .30.

three hours for automobiles and 
five hours for trucks.”

GOV. FRANK J. Lausche will 
take part in the opening program, 
which the commission describes as

divided highway in less than three

Remarks by Lausche and Shock­ 
nessy will precede a rollcall of the 
17 interchanges or terminals of the 
turnpike over a two-way radio sys­ 
tem to determine if all is in readi­ 
ness to receive traffic.

Report Claims Farmers

Raising Six 'Basics' 


NEW YORK OB—The New York 
Herald Tribune said 
today 
the 
Agriculture Department is active­ 
ly considering a multimillion-dol- 
lar plan that calls for restricting 
farm output by leasing land from 
farmers. 
A Washington dispatch to the 
newspaper said the plan is de­ 
signed to strengthen 
dropping 
farm prices by cutting top-heavy 
food production and surpluses. 
The objective was said to be “to 
plug a major gap in the Eisen­ 
hower administration’s farm pro­ 
gram.” 
The story quoted Agriculture De­ 
partment officials as saying the 
plan would cost the government 
about $500 million a year. 
The plan 
was 
described 
this 
way: 
About IO million acres of pri­ 
vately held farm land would be 
rented by the government at an 
average price of more than $10 
an acre.

FARMERS WHO received the 
rental payments would be requir­ 
ed to plant soil-building crops on 
the acres leased by the govern­ 
ment and they would be forbidden 
to use the land to grow crops for 
home consumption or marketing. 
The 40 million acres represent 
land that will be diverted by gov­ 
ernment acreage allotments from 
production of the six “basic” crops 
of wheat, corn, cotton, rice, pea­ 
nuts and tobacco. 
The Herald Tribune story noted 
that the government now is enforc­ 
ing acreage controls in an effort 
to curb overproduction. 
“But 
the 
administration 
has 
found,” the story added, “that its 
control scheme works badly be­ 
cause farmers use land that has 
been diverted from the six ‘basics* 
to grow other crops.” 
In Washington 
an Agriculture 
Department spokesman 
w o u l d 
neither confirm nor deny the re­ 
port. He said “many plans” are 
under consideration at all times. 
“But there has been no crystal­ 
lization of thought on any possible 
changes in the present program,” 
he said. 
The official conceded that be­ 
cause of declining farm prices the 
department is

pressure 
from some Republican leaders for 
counteraction. He said this could 
possibly lead to some program of 
encouragement for farmers to re­ 
duce plantings. But he emphasized 
that Secretary Benson and his top 
aides are convinced present poli­ 
cies will restore farm prosperity.

Trade Talk 
Being Revived 


W est German Chief's 
Visit To Moscow Stirs 
Discussion Of Topic

NEW YORK U P V -Chancellor Ade­ 
nauer’s talks today with the Krem-

in leaders are kicking up again 
he question of East-West trade. 
Many of his West Germans are 
eager to get a slice of it, when 
and if it can be revived. So are 
many Britons and also a number 
of Americans, particularly some 
auto makers. 
The German-Russian talks today 
are chiefly concerned with inter­ 
national politics, arms and allian­ 
ces. But the question of trade is 
,Y$ell up on the agenda. 
• Russia used to take one tenth of 
Germany’s exports but now buys 
only one half of one per cent of 
what Germany sells abroad. 
The Germans have many'manu­ 
factured good the Russians would 
like to get. 
Germany probably 
could use Russian lumber and coal 
in return. Like England, West Ger­ 
many has had to import coal from 
the United States. 
I But, as in the case of most mat­ 
ters of trade and currency these 
days, politics holds a heavy hand 
on business. Relaxing trade must 
follow the path set by military 
policy. 
Adenauer is talking for a country 
that has made a spectacular in­ 
dustrial comeback since the war, 
although just now his West Ger­ 
many is being threatened by in­ 
flation and may have to take dras- 
*Jic steps to prevent it. 
It has enough in its financial 
kitty to afford drastic steps. In 
the last five years Germany’s gold 
and dollar reserves have increased 
in value by VA billion dollars. In 
the same time, 
Britain’s were 
going down by I Vi billion dollars. 
Steel output has climbed in Ger­ 
many. But neither Germany nor 
England have been able to raise 
productive 
capacity 
enough 
to 
\e e p up with their own industrial 
expansion. This was particularly 
tough on them because both were 
trying at the same time to hold 
or grab export markets. 
In Englend this has meant im­ 
porting steel and other products 
demanded by prospering Britons 
who have been on a consumer buy­ 
ing spree. And England’s reserves 
have fallen, shaking the pound a 
little and causing Prime Minister 
■^den to warn that the nation’s 
economy is 
in 
“ mortal 
peril.” 
Wages and profits are rising fast­ 
er than productivity and British 
good may be priced out of world 
markets. 
German businessmen would like 
to revive their old-time markets 
in Russia, doubtless. But the Ger­ 
man manufactured goods that Rus­ 
sia wants in many cases come un­ 
iter the West’s ban on selling stra­ 
tegic items to the East. But what­ 
ever trade deal—however small— 
the Germans and Russians cook 
up could easily be one of the few 
tangible results of the Kremlin 
talks.

empire 
began to die, just a little bit, 
around 4 a.m ., 20 years ago to­ 
morrow. It was Sen. Huey Long’s 
political empire in Louisiana. 
It began to die, I think, in Our 
Lady 
of the 
Lake Hospital in 
Baton Rouge a moment after Long 
himself died there from a bullet 
wound, and before he was cold. I 
was in the hospital at the time. 
On Sunday night, Sept. 8, 1935, 
he walked down a hallway of the 
Louisiana 
State 
Capitol 
accom­ 
panied as always by his body­ 
guards, who later said this is what 
happened then: 
Dr. Carl Austin Weiss, a physi­ 
cian, walked up to Long and shot 
him. The bodyguards riddled Weiss 
to death on the spot. Long was 
taken to the nearby hospital and 
died there at 4:10 a.m., Tuesday, 
Sept. IO. 
Long’s was the most complete 
political machine in America in 
our time. He controlled it, from 
the State Legislature and the state 
police on down to the sheriffs. 
It was terrible power for one 
man to have. And Long’s body­ 
guards, who were on the state 
payroll, were the symbol of it. 
They had a long record of beat­ 
ing up reporters and photographers 
who worked for newspapers Long 
didn’t like. Their assaults varied 
from fracturing a skull with a 
blackjack to smashing a face with 
a fist. 
The ones they hated most were 
reporters 
on 
the 
New 
Orleans 
Times-Picayune, which had fought 
Long for years. It was a perilous 
expedition for one 
of them to 
approach Long to ask a question 
or take a picture. 
The newspaper finally ordered 
H em not to try. George Healy, 
then city editor and now editor of 
the T-P, recalled this week over 
long-distance telephone: 
“ For a 
while the beatings averaged two 
or three a month.” 
I worked on the T-P then and 
early on the morning of Sept. IO, 
when we heard Long was slipping, 
I was sent to the hospital to keep 
a 
death 
watch. 
Arrangements 
were made with the hospital to let 
me in. 
I couldn't have gone in, other­ 
wise. Bodyguards stood shoulder 
to shoulder on the hospital steps. 
Thirty or 40 of them sat in the 
chairs in the hospital lobby, and 
two more endlessly went around 
trying the doors in the, basement 
and examining the hallways. 
They seemed afraid, even with 
Long dying, that one of his many 
enemies might break in or sneak 
in to finish off the senator on his 
deathbed. 
Another reporter and I were 
allowed a telephone in a small 
office next to the lobby. Long Was 
upstairs in a room on the second 
floor. We 
couldn’t go up. The 
guards watched us steadily. 
A woman reporter, friendly with 
the bodyguards, sat outside our 
office. We sat out there too to see 
what 
happened 
in 
the 
lobby. 
Around 3 a.m., Long’s family and 
his chief lieutenants came in hur­ 
riedly and went upstairs. 
At 4:10 a m. or a little later 
one of Long’s men from upstairs 
came down. I don’t know whether 
he gave the bodyguards a sign or 
they saw something in his face. 
But they jumped to their feet. 
The Long man leaned over the 
woman reporter to whisper. I tried 
to hear. He said: 
“ Get back, you.” I got back. But 
I heard him say: “He’s dead.” I 
had to be sure and the only place 
to be sure was on the second 
floor.

-^Hormone Experiments 
Told By Scientists 


EAST LANSING, Mich. UP—Con­ 
sider a world without men, where 
women are father and mother of 
children. 
This is theoretically possible, 
based on experiments 
with 
a 
frog world where females have 
been eliminated. The males pro­ 
duce all the young tads. 
£ This womanless world of frogs 
and conceivably manless world of 
human beings was described to­ 
day to the American Institute of 
Biological Sciences by Dr. Emil 
Witschi and Dr. C. Y. Chang of 
State University of Iowa. 
They experimented with a com­ 
mon type of frog, often used^ in 
pregnancy 
tests. 
They 
treated 
male embryo (still unborn) frogs 
with a female sex hormone. The 
'm ales all became e^g-producing 
females but were still genteically 
males. 
When the eggs from these sex- 
reversed frogs are fertilized 
by 
sperm from their brothers, or from 
other male frogs, all the young 
tadpoles are of male constitution. 
But any desired percentage of 
them can be induced to become 
‘‘females” 
by 
adding 
a 
tiny 
Amount of the female sex hormone 
to the water in which they live. 
One week of hormone treatment 
produces the change of apparent 
sex, for a lifetime. 
* * • 
AT THIS POINT, 
for procre­ 
ation of the colony of frogs, the 
true genetic females are no long­ 
er necessary. 
Theoretically it might become 
possible to do this same thing with 
hum ans, said Witschie and Chang. 
A more likely possibility is pre­ 
determination of sex at will in 
stock animals, to be sure of pro­ 
ducing male or female offspring. 
If human sex were tampered 
with like the frogs were, the hu­ 
man male might become unneces­ 
sary. 
If human 
embryos 
could 
be 
treated 
hormally 
as 
were 
the 
frogs, only girls would be produc­ 
e d . Some of them might also be in­ 
duced to have some male charac­ 
teristics, to contribute the male 
share of 
fertilization, 
but 
they 
would not be changed into men. 
Genetically, they 
would 
be 
fe­ 
males. No true males would be 
necessary.

THE RECENT atomic powwow in Gen­ 
eva has given American observers clear­ 
er insights into the Soviet nuclear progress 
than could be obtained by means of a store­ 
room of classified intelligence reports. The 
sessions similarly must have been a reve­ 
lation to the Russians. 
From what he has seen and sensed at 
the 
atoms-for-peace 
sessions, 
Admiral 
Strauss, chairman of the Atomic Energy 
Commission, came away with the notion 
that the U. S. is “clearly ahead” of Russia 
in the development of atomic power for 
peaceful use. 
But Mr. Strauss, who headed the Amer­ 
ican delegation at Geneva, admits to one 
m ajor drawback in the U. S. position. That 
is in the all-important field of training 
young scientists for atomic work. 
The 
AEC chief got the impression that the Rus­ 
sians are bending every effort to the devel­ 
opment of atomic technicians. This a total­ 
itarian form of government can do with 
unquestioned authority. 
A republic which holds the gifted indi­ 
vidual’s freedom of choice to be as sacred 
as the dullard’s normally must wait for a 
new field to accrue attractive economic 
and social appeals before people turn to it 
in any number. 
It can now be foreseen that ultimately 
atomic energy will be as established an oc­ 
cupation as aeronautical engineering and 
electronics are today. In the meantime the 
Russians have time on their side to m ar­ 
shal a scientific arm y that could close the 
atomic gap between this country and 
theirs.

SOURCE OF RELIEF MONEY 
TH ERE IS STILL uncertainty as to how 
and where the federal government can get 
enough money to m eet the flood disaster 
emergency in eastern states, to carry what 
is said to be its share of the burden. 
A substantial sum could be realized, in 
the long range view, by using the money 
that was appropriated for the Tuttle Creek 
dam in Kansas, the principal effect of 
which will be to put 50,000 acres of f i n e 
farm land under a perm anent flood. 
This was an unbudgeted item, so it 
ought to be easy to divert the money to 
the worthy purpose of rehabilitating the 
stricken communities. It is a rather ghast­ 
ly paradox that vast sums of the taxpay­ 
ers’ money are being used to put large 
areas of productive land deliberately un­ 
der permanent inundation, at the very time 
there is tragic need for rehabilitating 
flooded areas. 
Lowell Thomas, well known radio com­ 
mentator, calls attention to the fact t h a t 
the greatest damage by the eastern floods 
occurred high on the watersheds, but the 
political “flood controllers” pay no atten­ 
tion to such facts.

There are two ways of looking at all so­ 
called international questions: One is to 
view every question from the standpoint of 
a particular nation other than the United 
States; the other is to attem pt to view 
problems from the standpoint of the United 
States. There are those who try to have 
what they believe to be a universal posi­ 
tion without any regard to any particular 
country. I do not understand how this is 
accomplished intellectually or emotionally. 
Turkey is a specific American problem 
as long as the United States continues to 
pursue the Truman-Acheson “Containment 
Policy,” which the Eisenhower Adminis­ 
tration has finally settled for after experi­ 
menting in other directions. Our object 
seems to be to contain the Soviet Univer­ 
sal State within its present boundaries and 
at Geneva, the Russians apparently ac­ 
cepted that program for the present. Tur­ 
key and Greece are two anchors of t h e 
I “Containment Policy.”- Both are impor- 
; tant and if these countries destroyed their 
alliance with each other and with the Unit- 
ed*States, it would be harmful to the 
United States. Both countries are in NATO 
and are, with Yugoslavia, combined into 
the Balkan Alliance. They ought to remain 
that way from the standpoint of the best 
interests of the United States and the peace 
of the world. 
Unfortunately these relations are dis­ 
turbed over Cyprus, an island which is pre­ 
dominantly Greek by language and relig­ 
ion but which lies hard-by the shores of 
Turkey like a cork in a bottle. In the hands 
of an enemy of Turkey, Cyprus can total­ 
ly neutralize that country and destroy its 
economy. 
• 
Cyprus is now a British Colony and the 
Turks would prefer to keep it that way. So 
would the United States. Despite all t h e 
agitation to the contrary, it is probable 
that the wisest men in Greece realize how 
dangerous it is to disturb the world over 
Cyprus, but the agitation for uniting Cy­ 
prus with Greece has become so potent 
that no public m an in Greece dares to pre­ 
sent all the dangers of unnecessary change 
at this time. Prem ier Adnan Menderes of 
Turkey has this to say on the subject: 
“To those who, on the strength of their 
handful of a majority in Cyprus want to 
create fresh problems for the world, we 
are compelled to ask ‘What was their bus­ 
iness on the outskirts of A nkara?’ It m ust 
be clear to all that a large part of the 
Turkish coast is surrounded by fortresses 
belonging to other countries observing and 
threatening us. Cyprus is at present a safe 
area, but in this regard, Cyprus is an ex­ 
tension of Anatolia and it forms one of the 
essential points of its security. 
“If a change is therefore contemplated 
in the status of the island, this change 
must be based not on ethnic grounds, but 
on other much more important facts and 
realities and it must be returned to Tur­ 
key. Our delegation which is going to Lon­ 
don will defend the maintenance of t h e 
status quo as a minimum condition. The 
maintenance of the status quo is the only 
way in which all kinds of differences can 
be solved.”

It’s to guide the 
nation's retail toy buyers. 
What's new in toys this year? 
Well, styles change in toys just 


as they do in clothing. 
• Take dolls, for example. Dolls 
used to do nothing but lie still 
and look dumb. Then along came 
dolls that could open and close 
their eyes, say “mama,” and 
moisten a diaper. Now they have 
dolls that can be fed, take a 
walk, do a toe dance, and even 
one that will open her mouth so 
that her little mother can fix 
her teeth. 
But one 
of the 
outstanding 
dolls this year is a big wide eyed 
blonde that sells for $300 and 
does nothing but stand up look­ 
ing dumb and beautiful.

DIET AND HEALTH 
Belching Is Not Always 
Due To Organic Disease 
By HIRMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
IN some countries of the Middle 
East loud and frequent belching 
during and after meals is consid­ 
ered common courtesy. The host 
believes it demonstrates appre­ 
ciation of the feast. 
Our own dining etiquette, how­ 
ever, is somewhat different. Even 
a barely audible belch is very 
embarrassing and requires pro­ 
fuse apologies. 
Despite the popular belief, 
belching is not caused by abnor­ 
mal fermentation in the stomach. 
The gas is merely air which you 
have swallowed. 
Gives Relief 
You have a certain amount of 
air in your stomach all the time. 
Constant swallowing of more air, 
however, leads to a feeling of 
fullness in the upper abdomen or 
lower part of the chest. Belching 
gives you relief but, unfortunate­ 
ly, frequent attempts to belch 
probably will lead to the swallow­ 
ing of more air. 
Sometimes belching is a symp­ 
tom of organic disease. Maybe 
pyloric obstruction is responsible. 
Chronic cholecystitis, or gall­ 
bladder inflammation, with or 
without gallstones, usually causes 
these symptoms. Also, hastily 
eaten meals and failure to chew 
your food properly frequently 
brings 
on 
this 
embarrassing 
trouble. 


The noisier your belch, the less 
likely it is that there is anything 
seriously wrong. Persons with 
frequent quiet flatulence (belch­ 
ing) are more apt to have some 
underlying organic disease. 
Once you get the habit of swal­ 
lowing air, it becomes a reflex and 
you’ll have a terrific urge to swal­ 
low more. Usually, this occurs 
after eating. 
Holding a cork between your 
teeth for half an hour after each 
meal or whenever you feel a sen­ 
sation of fullness might be a 
great help. 
The cork, you see, prevents you 
from closing your mouth. And 
since it's difficult to swallow with 
your mouth open, you won’t gulp 
down more air. Simple as this 
remedy is, it has produced dra­ 
matic results. 
Don’t, however, attem pt to 
bring up the disturbing “wind” 
by trying to force a belch. It will 
only make you feel worse. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
V. E. P.: What is the cause of 
bursitis? 
Answer: Bursitis is Inflamma­ 
tion of a sac containing fluid 
located over any one of many 
joints. 
Inflammation may occur as a 
result of an injury or infection 
or may be caused by overuse of 
the part.

IN SPITE O F ENEMIES, JERUSALEM’S WALLS 
W ERE BUILT 


Scripture—Nehemiah J; 


Bj NEW MAN CAMPBELL 
DURING the reign of King 
Darius, <521-495 B C ), the tem­ 
ple was rebuilt in Jerusalem and 
dedicated. 
Years passed; Arta- 
xerxes was king of Persia, the 
time, 465-424 B.C. The king s cup 
bearer was a Jew—Nehemiah. It 
was his duty to All the royal wine 
cup from a vase, or flagon, and 
hand it to the king so that no 
drop was spilled. 
Nehemiah was in the palace in 
Shush an, Babylon, and some men 
came to see him. He asked them 
about the Jews in Jerusalem, and 
they told him they were in great 
affliction and reproach, and that 
the walls of the city were broken 
down and burned. 
So moved w as Nehemiah at the 
news that he wept bitterly and 
prayed earnestly to the Lord. He 
confessed that he and his people 
had 
sinned 
grievously 
against 
their God and had not kept His 
ordinances, but he begged that 
they would be forgiven and helped 
to lighten the burdens of the peo­ 
ple and to rebuild the walls of 
the city. 
Noticing that his cup bearer 


f; 
6; it* 1 - 3 i, 38, fJ. 
there was no place for the beast 
under me to pass.” 
None of the people, the rulers, 
nor the priests, knew of this ride, 
but he told them what he planned 
to do, saying, "Let us h,uild up the 
wall of Jerusalem, that we be no 
more a reproach.” 
He also told them that God 
would help and protect them in 
the work, and they answered, 
“Let us rise up and build. So they 
strengthened their hands for this 
good work.” 
Their enemies, Sanballat and 
Tobiah, tried to laugh them out 
of their purpose. They ridiculed 
the project, They said: "W hat do 
these feeble Jew s? will they sac­ 
rifice? will they revive the stones 
oi the heaps of the rubbish which 
are burned?” Further they said, 
“Even that which they build, if a 
fox go up, he shall break down 
their stone walls.” 
Working together the men built 
the wall in spite of ridicule of 
these two, who were very angry, 
so much .so that after ridicule 
failed they conspired to kill the 
workers. 
Nehemiah told his workers not 
to be afraid; that God was with

was sorrowful, the king asked 
him what was troubling him, and 
Nehemiah told him. He begged to 
be allowed to go to Jerusalem to 
see what he could do about the 
broken walls, etc. 
The king not only allowed him 
to return to Jerusalem for a time, 
but gave him an armed escort 
and letters written to the gover­ 
nors oi the districts, and he ar­ 
rived safely in the city. 
Now Sanballat, an Horonite, 
and Tobiah, an Ammonite, were 
traitors and they were angry that 
.a man had come to help the chil­ 
dren of Israel. 
Nehemiah w ent out by night to 
circle the walls to see for him self 
their condition and what to do 
about it. He w as a practical man, 
yon see, and knew that he could 
plan better if he knew exactly 
what the work entailed, just as a 
modern contractor estim ates a job 
and what he will need to complete 
HL 
He viewed the w alls that were 
broken down and the gates which 
were consumed b f fire. When he 
reached the gate of the fountain 
and the king’s pool—Siloam—he 
w as obliged 
to dismount 
"as

them, and he set half of his work­ 
ers to build and the other half to 
protect them from the foe armed 
with spears, shields, bows and 
habergeon 
(a short jacket of 
m ail). 
The wall was built* and then 
Sanballat and Tobiah sent Nehe­ 
miah a messenger asking him to 
meet them and talk the matter 
over. 
Nehemiah, however, sus­ 
pected a plot, and refused to go 
to them. 
When the wall was finished and 
their enemies heard of it, they 
perceived that God had indeed 
been with the Jews. The walls 
were dedicated with great rejoic­ 
ing. So once more, with the help 
of God, the Jews triumphed over 
their enemies. 
Working together on a worthy 
project makes people— children or 
adults—happy. Projects like help­ 
ing people whose homes have been 
damaged through no fault of their 
own, or building up a church 
which has been burned to make it 
a fit place for worship. There are 
many such friendly neighborly 
works done in these times which 
add to the world’s store of good 
will on earth.

The case was disclosed recent­ 
ly by an attorney for Joseph Ga- 
berman, 42, who co-authored some 
of the Navy’s basic manuals on 
flight training. 
The attorney, Montague Casper, 
said 
Gaberman 
was 
suspended 
from his $7,000-a-year job as civil­ 
ian psychologist March 6, 1952. A 
three-man civilian 
loyalty 
board 
found he was a security risk but 
did not question his loyalty. An 
appeal failed. 
On Sept. 5, 1952, Casper said, 
the Navy suggested an honorable 
discharge for Gaberman from his 
commission as a lieutenant. 
The military board ruled Gaber­ 
man could remain “ an officer on 
inactive duty in 
the 
ready 
re­ 
serve,’’ Casper said. 
Among charges against Gaber­ 
man were that his father once was 
a Communist, and that both his 
father and mother had been mem­ 
bers of the International Workers 
Order, listed by the attorney gen­ 
eral as a subversive organization. 
Gaberman has denied he ever 
was a Communist or a Communist 
sympathizer.
